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Important Notes

Initial discrete supercell development appears probable in the mid-late
afternoon across north central lllinois.

This is where highest potential for a few tornadoes, possibly strong, will
likely be, unless storm mode remains discrete longer than expected.

As storms track east-southeast, they are expected to grow upscale into a
MCS (linear complex of storms).

Again uncertainty on how soon this will occur. High end damaging winds
and embedded tornadoes will remain possible with MCS.
